Georges Clemenceau, president of: the 
peace conference, spoke briefly in op- 
ening the session.- He was followed by 
General Thodororff, 
head of the.Bul- 


garian mission. 
M. Theodoroff spoke for 15 minutes, 


pleading that the 
Bulgarian 
people 


were not responsible for the war, .but 
that the Bulgarian 
government 
had 


thrown the country into the struggle. 
He realized, however, he said that the 
people must share the responsibility. 


"They are willing to do so" he said, 


"but they feel that in no way have 


, they committed' such a crime as will 
compel them to accept servitude."
